Rezoning Request Creates Debate

At the June 10th board meeting a 
request to rezoning a parcel of proper- 
ty became the major topic of the meet- 
ing. 

As previously reported in The Huron 
River Weekly, a dialogue is beginning 
to develop in the community that has 
been repeated in many other communi- 
ties. The dialogue has to do with land 
development. 

The communities that have success- 
fully dealt with the issue focused on 
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quality development not stopping or 
severely restricting development. Yes, 
there appears to be a small minority on 
the board that wants to routinely deny 
rezoning requests and argue for severe 
limitations on new home building. 
The dichotomy that is developing 
was evidenced again when Nest Dev- 
eloping Company submitted a request 
to rezone a parcel of property from 
agriculture to R-1A. This would allow 
homes to be built on one-acre parcels. 
The site plan called for an 80-acre 
parcel to be used to construct a small 
man-made lake surrounded by up to 70 





homes. The price range of the homes 
would be $275,000-$350,000. The de- 
velopers advised that ten acres would 
be necessary for the lake and the roads. 

Nest Developing Company present- 
ed the board with photos and drawings 
illustrating the type of homes they wish 
to build. 

Trustee Adkins, for the benefit of the 
audience, asked several questions 
regarding the content of their proposal. 

Trustee Glaab liked the idea of a 
small lake in the center of the develop- 
ment. He remarked that several recent 
developments had a retention pond at 
the back or edge of the project and it 
was not maintained. He also felt the 
lake would help in lowering the water 


table in the area and this might benefit 
neighboring land with their drainage. 

Trustee McKinney appeared to be 
the only trustee to express opposition. 
He reminded the board that the matter 
before them was a rezoning issue or 
land use issue. It was not an issue of 
whether Nest Development had a good 
proposal for building. He added that 
once a parcel was rezoned, the owner 
could change the plans — but the rezon- 
ing would still remain. 

To this, Nest Development proposed 
covenants be attached to the rezoning 
requests. These covenants or promises 
would cover the concerns raised by the 
board as well as the planning commis-
